Senators Dore, Huffman and Ce- 


tone, who placed themselves in op- 
position to part of the program, hold 
the balance of power in the senate,

Dore declared he would not sup-

Some Women We Ought to Know 


Anna Hinderer and All Missionary Pion- 


eers. 


HE world always needs pioneers, and missionary pioneers in the 
largest sense of the word. For when there are no more foreign, 
lands and peoples to whom light needs to be carried, there are 
realms of thought and movements for the advancement of 


peoples right about us, in which pioneers are needed. So It is there- 
for -. most fitting that among the windows in the Cathedral at Liverpool 
to notable women is one to Anna Hinderer and all missionary pioneers. 


Anna Hinderer, whose maiden name was Anna Martin, was born 


Ir. 1827 at Hempnall, in Norfolk. Even as a child her desires ran to the 
tMngs of religion. Missionary work in particular appealed to her, and 
her ambitioa was to be a missionary. 
She met David Hinderer, a 


member of a band of German evangelists. He had been ordained by 
the Bishop of Canterbury for missionary work in connection with th« 
Church of England. Their mutual interest in this field of labor brought 
about a friendship which soon ripened into love. They were married 
In October, IS52, and in six months were on their way to the West 
Coast of Africa. 


Anna Hinderer had not mistaken her vocation. Few do, when to 


do a certain work is the consuming desire of their life. 
She had th« 


magnetism, the personality, whatever it is called, that wins hearts. 
She soon became known as lya (mother) by the people among whom 
she worked, and this name clung to her all through her missionary career. 


Her worh was the hardest kind of pioneer work, for her husband 


was the first white teacher to visit Ibadan in the Yoruba district.' To 
eit comfortably at home and comprehend the problems (his woman 
faced Is almost an impossibility. 
But face them she did, cheerfully 


and successfully, and wonderful results followed her labors. 


After sevanteen years' work, she fell a prey to the fever of this coast 


and passed away at the age of 43. 


But to these savage people whose comprehension of life was BO lim- 


ited, she brought more abundant life. 
She opened to them the mean- 


ing of life, its beauty. iU illimitableness. Surely tbJa is a work worth 
while. 


All who do this work are missionaries, whether they go to the 


West Coast of Africa, or whether they bring enlightenment to those 
immediately about them. 
And enlightenment and uplift are needed 


in many other realms than the purely religious. Life is lived in many 
phases, and any effort to open out life for those about us, to make it 
more beautiful or happier. Is worth our endeavors. 
And if the way 


seems beset with difficulties, the life of Anna Hinderer should be aa 
encouragement and an inspiration. 
The way was opened to do the 


work she wanted to do, and the way does open usually for those with 
an earnest purpose. And when it was opened, she used to the full the 
opportunities that were hers. 
And the result was a great and useful 


success. And all who earnestly desire, who seize and use opportunities 
t« they come, will, like Anna Hinderer, be able to carry out their heart's 
toiro.

Drain 
Take one pound of fish, wipe and saute 
in hot butter.

broken into flakes. Peel and chop one 
small onion and saute in the same pan. 
Grease a mold and fill with layers of 
the rice, fish and onion, highly sea-

Steam for 
45 minutes and serve with any appro- 
priate fish sauce.
